The March tice eared a forebod- 
ing overture Gun as Jack Frost's

Before the fire had died down he 


was held in Cook's Presbyterian 
church on Queen Street, 
Loss in the fire was estimated at 


$200,000. One fireman was injured 


‘and a fire truck was damaged by 
‘falling debris. 


Investigators said the fire resulted 
from defective wiring under the 
church organ. Within an hour after 
the alarm was turned‘in flames licked 
through the old structure. An hour af- 
ter the roof collapsed the towering 
steeple fell.

Twenty-seven city boys will. con- 
tinue to work for their present farm 
eroployers. Twenty more havent 
talked further employment with the 
owner but are anxious to contitiue 
farming either with their present boss 
or somebody else, while five lads have 
decided that they don’t want to con- 
tinue life on the farm. 

‘The above information forms part 

of the statistics gathered by Alex. 

Maclaren, Ontario Department of Ag- 

riculture supervisor of the Dominion- 

Provincial Youth Training Project as 

he interviewed the boys at the O. A. 

C., Guelph, where they had gathered 

for a two weeks’ special course in ag- 

riculture. The boys were given lec- 
tures by Jack Baker, Hampton, and 

Jack Dalrymple, Smithville, supple- 

mented by lectures and practical work 

under the direction of O. A. C. profes- 
sors. 

The rity of these boys are from 
Toronto. They were unemployed and 
were glad ofa chance to earn their 
own living, or as one ‘boy expressed 
it “quit living off my old dad.” Most 
of them, minus any farm knowledge, 
have been working on farms since 
last November. They receive $10. a 
month in wages from the two govern- 
ments, while the farmer receives an- 
other $10. for teaching them farming.

Bodies of four miners lay under 
thousands of tons of rock and ore in 


‘the Teck Hughes gold mine at Kirk- 


land Lake on Wednesday. buried 3,900 
feet underground at the spot where 
two other-men were killed in a rock 
| slide last year. Several days’ work 
faced a rescue crew digging at the 
debris. 

The four, Anthony Gornick, Harvey 
Peever, Wilbur Lamoureux and Red 
Nichols, were buried without warning 
Tuesday when an air blast caused the 
roof of a stope leading to 3,800 foot 
level to fall in upon the men.

Why are Ontario potatoes being dis- 
criminated against to the extent of

_turity, frost injury and diseases. Many 
of the consuming public have been so 
dissatisfied with Ontario potatoes that 
they refuse to buy them. In Toronto, 
‘some chain stores and many inde-. 
_pendents do not handle Ontarios at) 
all, others report that 75 per cent) 
of their potato trade is with Mari- 
time stock. 


It appears that in October and No-| 


vember many potatoes affected with | 
field frost, Fusarium Wilt and Fus- 
arium Eumartii and poorly graded | 
were rushed to market. They were un- 
satisfactory to the consum and 
many of them turned to Maritime po- 
tatoes. The demand for Ontario po- 
tatoes has fallen off and many grow- 
ers are receiving only 35c to 40c per 
bag while Prince Edward Islands are 
selling at 90c per bag in carloads on 
track Toronto. Even well graded On- 
tarios of good quality move slowly 
at 15c below P.E.I.’s because 50 
many are afraid to buy Ontario po- 
tatoes..Confidence once lost is diffi- 
cult to regain. At the present time 
some well graded potatoes are being 
offered with 75 per cent Fusarium 
Wilt and Fusarium Eumartii and 
some hollow heart and frost injury to 
make conditions worse. 

There ig very little that can be 
done this season to correct or imp 
conditions, but efforts should be made 
to make preparations for the 1938 
crop. 

Where seed potatoes infected with 
these diseases are planted in the soil 
these fields will become infected and 
another crop of diseased potatoes pro- 
duced with results similar to those 
existing at present. The oc, 
of using seed that is free acest oo. 
cannot be too strongly ressed up- 
on potato rs. Farmers who have 
potatoes with these diseases should 
cook them when feeding to livestock. 
If fed uncooked infection will be car- 
ried to the soil in the manure and 
succeeding potato crops will be in- 
fected. 

The amount of certified seed pota- 
toes in Ontario is very limited. There 
were less than 1,300 acres of potatoes 
that received and passed inspection 
in Ontario last year. This is less than 
one per cent of the Ontario crop. 
There were very few fields of uncerti- 
fied stock that did not have these dis- 
eases in them. Much of the certified 
crop has been marketed for table use. 
Growers who need a change of seed 
should not delay in arranging for their 
| supplies, while it is yet possible to get 
them. 

District Representatives will be fur- 
nished with the names of certified 
seed growers and the varieties grown. 

Ontario potato growers are losing 
many thousands of dollars by using 
seed that is disease infected. They are 
also encouraging Maritime growers to 
increase their acreage. when there is 
such a demand in Ontario markets 
for their potatoes. Forty per cent of 
the P. E. I. crop was planted from 
certified seed and less than one per 
cent of Ontario’s crop. This very 
well explains the difference in price 
in Ontario markets. Diseased seed 
cannot produce good potatoes.

SIX RUSSIAN FLIERS

Convinced six Russian Polar fliers 
failed to reach the Alaskan coast 
Sir Hubert Wilkins and companions 
rested at Edmonton on Saturday. 

Behind them five months of search- 
ing in the Arctic, they flew there 
Friday from Aklavik, 1,475 miles 
onrth in nine hours and 45 minutes, 
fighting a headwind all the way.. 

Search flights from the north Am- 
erica side of the Arctic Ocean are 
ended until at least after the break- 
up in the spring.

This pamphlet of eleven pages is 
profusely Mlustrated. It was prepared 
by the staff of the O. A. C., Guelph, 
and pointg out most suitable varieties 
and best production practices. 

The authorities state certified seed 
is most important, insisting that no 
grower or farmer can be assured of 
yood crop of high quality unless good 
seed is used, If the ofifcial tag is not 
on every bag or certified seed, the 
potatoes should not be accepted. 

The bulletin contains the names of 
good varieties in order of earliness, 
outlining good and bad points. These 
varieties include Warba, recently in- 
troduced’to Ontario. This potato re- 
sembles the Irish Cobbler in shape 
but has pink eyes. It is a week earlier 
than Cobbler in maturing. It is the 
highest yielder of early maturing 
varieties and hag gained popularity 
in the past three years. Table and 
keeping qualities are good. 

The Irish Cobbler is second on the 
list of early maturing potatoes and is 
the most extensively grown of all. 

The Chippewa is white, oblong and 
shalloweyed, It is a new variety in- 
troduced by the United States De- 
partment of culture and is popu- 
lar across the border. It is being 
grown in an experimental way in On- 
tario. Tubers resemble the Katahdin. 
It ripens a week earlier than Katah- 
din and three weeks earlier than 
Dooley. Because of this, it is meeting 
with considerable approval from the 
growers. 

The Katahdin has been grown at O. 
A. C, since 1929 and has proven of 
outstanding merit. It ripens a week 
ahead of Green Mountain and twelve 
days earlier than Dooley and is sup- 
erior in table quality’ to Dooley. It 
also has a high degree of resistance 
to Mild Moszgic. 

Green Mountain ig susceptible to 
disease and is losing favor, although 
table quality is good, Gives best re- 
sultS in cool, northern sections. 

Dooley does ‘best on warm, sandy 
soils, and is highly resistant to Mild 
Mosaic, but susceptible to Fusarium 
Wilt; a good keeper, but table qua- 
lity only fair.and.late in maturing. 

For best results, potatoes should 
not be grown~on the same ground 
more than once in three or four years. 
Best to plant on land in clover or al- 


‘falfa sod for one or two years pre- 


viously. a

The reign of final and lasting peace 
ig near, according to the newspaper 
Tribuna of Rome. 

The paper said there had never 
been any frontier dispute between 
Italy and France and that the new 
Italo-German frontier was uaran- 
teed by the precise declarations of 
Chancellor Hitler ‘which can be re- 
garded as reassuring to France and 
Italy.”
